REMARKS 

This Amendment is submitted in response to the Office Action dated 
August 3, 2001. Reconsideration of the application in view of the amendments made 
herein and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Briefly, an improved water vapor permeable fabric is provided. The fabric 
includes an inner fabric layer, an outer fabric ,ayer and an intermediate vapor barrier 
The vapor barrier is selected from an adhesive material or an adhesive/membrane 
combination designed so that the fabric has a variable moisture/vapor resistance which 
substantia,, decreases as air speed impinging on the fabric increases. The adhesive 
or adhesive/membrane combination is either a continuous film which is mechanical, 
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
